FUN GALORE 

AT WOMAN’S ClOB HOUSE 

“His Royal Highness” Presented by Clev¬ 
er Company of Local Performers 
Before a Large Audience 

The “first production on any stage” of 
“His Royal Highness” took place last 
evening at the Woman’s Club House be¬ 
fore a delighted audience which greeted 
the efforts of the local thespians with 
enthusiastic applause. The event was 
attended with all the eclat of a Broad -1 
hurst premiere—first nighters, bald head¬ 
ed row, flowers, stage door Johnnies and 
nil the rest. 

“His Royal Highness” was written by 
Charles Saxby, under whose personal di¬ 
rection it was produced. It was never 
intended to overtax tired brains and ful¬ 
fils its mission in that respect without 
cause for complaint. The piece is as 
light and filmy as one of Maud Allan’s 
costumes, and the movement is as con¬ 
stant and usually as swift as that of the 
dancer herself. With lilting songs that 
almost sing them.selves, and pretty cos¬ 
tumes and scenery, what more do you 
need except a capable company? More 
about that later. The scenery looks as 
if it w'ere intended for this production, 
which it was. And it now be'comes a 
part of the club house stage fittings. 

The story of the play is woven around 
the adventures of the Crown Prince of 
Etruria who is travelling incognito in 
Southern California. William Boylson, 
a young business man of Sierra Madre, 
becomes his involuntary liost under rath¬ 
er amusing circumstances. His wife, 
Marian Boybson. sees opportunities for 
springing into fame as a society leader 
on the strength of her guest’s royal con¬ 
nections. The Prince and Mrs. Golightly, 
a wealthy Avidow, take turns through¬ 
out the play, at keeping each other guess¬ 
ing. The love affair of Betty, Boylson’s 
niece, and Curtiss Wright, an aviator, 
contributes anotlier int«>resting phase to 
the story. Cannencita O’Flaherty, the 
cook and all-round boss of the Boylson 
home, furnishes most of the comedy ac¬ 
tion and the ladies of the .Alternate 
Thursday Morning Club make a chorus 
W'hich would cause the most hardened 
first nighter to sit up and take notice. 
How all these jx'ople Avork out their 
“manifest destinies” is not for this ro- 
vicAver to tell. Tavo more opportunities 
are presented for those aa'Iio were not so 
fortunate as to .see the performance last 
night. 

In the name part, Charles Saxby leaves 
little to he desired. Through long ex¬ 
perience lie has acquired a manner Avhich 
is just a hit stagey Avlieii hrouglit in 
contrast Avitli tliat of amateurs. But 
in this instance it is easy to pass it 
off as “one of the privileges of royalty.” 
As William Boylson, W. J. Lawless has i 
a congenial part in Avhich he is accep- j 
tably natural and direct. Mrs. Lottie! 
Humphries enters into the part of Mrs.! 
Boylson Avith a wholesouled abandon 
that causes her audience to give its ap-! 
proval as readily as Boylson hands out 
the blank checks. 

The Betty Boylson of Miss Marjorie 
Rice is entirely delicious. It would be I 


useless to try to persuade anyone wh6 
has seen her in the part that T. J. 
Flynn as Curtiss Wright has any reason 
to feel envious of that Drexel chap who 
married Marjorie (iould the other day. 
.She sings Avith rare charm and has the 
eye of every one as long as she is on 
the stage. Mr. Flynn has nothing more 
burdensome to do than to appear happi¬ 
ly lucky, which he does acceptably. 

The real mistress of the situation is 
Cannencita O’Flaherty and Mias Edith 
Blumer does not lose an opportunity to 
dominate the A\'hole companJ^ For clev¬ 
er acting many gave her the palm. If 
you don’t A\’ant to laugh don’t go to see 
her. The grand manner of Mrs. Go¬ 
lightly is well supplied bj’ Mrs. E. W. 
Camp. Her penchant for arousing the 
jealousy of club ladies has its equal only 
in the disconcerting frequency with which 
she asks concerning the lady who was 
at T..evy’s the night before Avith Boylson 
and the Prince. 

Any one with a penchant for sacharrine 
confections, budding flowers or songbirds 
will find plenty of interest in the chorus 
coniposA'd of the ladies of the Alternate 
Thursday Morning Club. That they 
seem to enjoy their job is a qualification 
too often lacking in a chorus and the 
precision with Avhich they go through 
their steps and eA’olutions bespeaks the 
immense amount of Avork they' liaA’e done 
in preparation, though they liaA’e not 
gotten to the point AA’here it is so me¬ 
dia niiioal Avith them that they lose in- 
tere.st. Misses Edna Staples and Malad 
do Peneier liaA’c solo numbers AA’liich are 
among the most pleasing in the perfor- 
maiiee. The members of the ehorus 
an* Misses Edna Bell, Coral Bell, Hilda 
Blumer. Mayhelle Caley, Mrs. Caroline 
Collins, Alisses Mabel de Peneier.

Many people 
who are rather anxious to see Halley’s 
ei'lcsfial Avonderer do not care to arise 
that early hut are restraining their cu¬ 
riosity till after the middle of "May Avhon 
flic comet will pass tlie sun and appear 
in the evening sky sliortly after sun¬ 
set. But to those Avho have the requisite 
ambition to get up the comet presents 
an interesting spectacle of increasing 
interest as its approacli to the sun eauaes 
it to grow in brilliancy. Some of the 
early risers not familiar Avith the planets 
liaA'c made the mistake of supposing the 
planet Venus to he the comet. The 
hrightnes,=! of the morning star is almost 
Avorth getting up to see any Avay. But 
the comet appears about half Avay be¬ 
tween the planet and the sun and arises 
at a point slightly north of the point 
where the sun appears a short time af¬ 
terward. The approach of daylight pre¬ 
vents the comet remaining visible very 
long just now. 


CLEANING UP HEALTH RESORTS 

But the State Board Will Find Little 
Fault at Sierra Madre Camps. 

To see that the people who go to the 
mountains for their health do not get 
typhoid fever is the purpose of the State 
Board of Health in beginning a campaign 
of inspection and education before the 
resorts are open for the coming season. 

Appropos of this subject the Secretary 
when intervieAved said; “Members of the 
State Board are aAvare that some of the 
mountain resorts have been centers of 
typhoid feA’er dissemination, and they 
are inaugurating a movement which will 
minimize this disease danger. At the 
same time care is being taken not to 
subject resort proprietors to loss or to 
unnecessary inconvenience. 

“Hitherto AA'hen typhoid fever cases 
have been traced back to summer re¬ 
sorts the appearance of inspectors and 
the subsequent signs of a sanitary up- 
heaA’al Avere apt to cause an exodus of 
guests that AA’ould give the place a bad 
name for the rest of the season. This 
year inspectors are being sent out while 
the proprietors are beginning to make 
preparations for the coming summer. 
The business of the inspectors is to make 
knoAvn the state laAvs in regard to sani¬ 
tation, to ascertain the condition of toi¬ 
lets and Avater supplies; also to spread 
information on the prevention of typhoid 
fcA'cr. It is expected that Avhen resort 
proprietors fully understand the situa¬ 
tion they Avill take the measures neces¬ 
sary for the protection of their patrons. 
In case of any persistent uuAvillingness 
in this direction, the Board Avill he com¬ 
pelled. of ciur.se, to inA’oke the long, bony 
hand of the law.” 

When they come to in\*estigate the 
mountain resorts near Sierra Madre the 
inspectors Avill find little fault with the 
.sanitary arrangements of the various 
camps. At Carter’s and Orchard Camps 
and Cypress Court in the Little Santa 
Anita, at Strain’s Camp on Mt. Wilson 
and at Sturte\’ant’s Camp in the Big 
Santa Anita the most moilern sanitary 
airangcments have been installed and 
the Avator supply carefully guarded 
against pollution. The oAvners of all 
these camps liaAC shoAvn in the past a 
determination to keep them above criti¬ 
cism in this re.speet. The grounds are 
kept scrupulously clean and the dis¬ 
position of garbage is carefully AA'atched. 
All of them are pleasure resorts rather 
than health resorts, hut the health of 
the guests is guarded as closely as lies 
Avithin the proA'inee of the management 
in making the camp regulations. 

SCHOOL CENSUS GROWS 

Census Marshal Roland Adams has 
almost completed the labor of taking 
the school census. While not yet com¬ 
plete his figures Avill sIioaa' some inter¬ 
esting facts. One of the chief points of 
interest Avill be the liearing of the census 
figures upon the high school question. 
The legal requirement of 200 children 
of school age in the district before a 
high school can be formed Avill offer no 
difficulties to that enterprise for the 
number had reached 215 some days since. 
I.rfi8t year the number was a fcAv short 
of 200 so that Avas one of the first ob¬ 
jections interposed Avhen the high school 
question was broached. So if the high 
school subject is abandoned it Avill be 
because of some other reason than lack 
of sufficient school population.

NOW MAYOR 

CITY TRUSTEES RE-ORGANIZE 

Pending Return of Trustee Jones, Mr. 

Hosmer Is Made Chairman of 
the New Board. 

“Uncle” Henry Hosmer is chairman of 
the board of city trustees, having been 
elected at the meeting held on Monday 
evening. He will serve as mayor until 
the return of Trustee Jones from the 
east, which wRl be long enough to give 
him the title of “Hon.” for life. 

The old board met, as required by 
law, to canvass the returns of the re¬ 
cent election, having declared the three 
retiring members re-elected, the old 
board gave over the reins of power and 
the four members of the new board 
who were present took them up without 
any one leaving his place at the council 
table. Not being present to be sworn 
in as a member of the new board Mr. 
Jones could not be re-elected chairman. 
So Trustee Hosmer Avaa elected with the 
understanding that he Avas to serve until 
the return of Mr. Jones from the east. 
The other elective officers. Clerk P. C. 
Carter, Treasurer F. C. Lehmer, and Mar¬ 
shal G. C. Ray were also SAvorn in. Ap¬ 
plications for the position of city en¬ 
gineer Avere taken under advisement. 

One of the first things to come before 
the neAv board was a request from the 
local board of health that an ordinance 
be passed requiring the muzzling of all 
dogs, the request being in the form of 
a communication signed by the president, 
Dr. R. H. Mackerras, and the secretary, 
J. H. Wright. City Attorney Maddem 
advised the board that an ordinance al¬ 
ready in force gave the board of health 
power to require the muzzling the dogs 
Avithout the formality of the passing 
of a ncAV ordinance. All that is neces¬ 
sary is the passing of a resolution by 
the health board declaring the necessity, 
and the publication of a notice of the 
requirement. The matter Avas referred 
back to the health board which has 
noAv taken action in line with that of 
other cities and the county ordinance. 

ONE MORE WEEK TO WAIT 

Ike Walton’s folloA\ers are counting 
the (lays until the opening of the trout 
season on May 1. A Aveek from today 
and tomorroAA' there Avill be a general 
exodus of fisherman from Sierra Madre 
and other toAvns to the inviting pools 
of the West Fork and other branches of 
the San Gabriel canyon. Members of 
the Sierra Madre Outing Club Avill go 
to their cabin on Saturday to be on hand 
promptly. Others Avho may wish to es¬ 
tablish claim to desirable uno<‘cupied 
camping places will probably go in a day 
or tAA'o earlier. To prevent the depre¬ 
dations of the “sooner” and the fish 
hogs Avho violate the law directly or 
indirectly by getting more than the 
limit, the state game Avardens Avill send 
a deputy avIio is thoroughly familiar Avith 
the territory to patrol the West Fork. 
Another deputy Avill be stationed further 
doAvn the San Gabriel, Some trout hav« 
already been taken from the streams 
and the laAV abiding sportsman avIio AAaits 
till the proper time and is then satisfied 
AAith what the hiAv alloAvs is made to 
suffer the consequences of having his 
sport spoiled. 
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WILD BIRDS PROTECTED 

Regulations Imposed by State Law Which 
Are Worth Studying. 

Following is some information regard¬ 
ing the protection of our wild birds, 
compiled by the Audubon Society of 
California: 

Section 637a of the Penal Code has 
been so amended as to give protection 
to all wild birds, excepting only the fol¬ 
lowing: the Cooper’s Hawk, the Sharp- 
shinned Hawk, the Duck Hawk, the 
Great Horned Owl, the Blue Jay, the 
Shrike, the California Linnet and the 
English Sparrow. '‘Every person in the 

State of California who shall at any 
time kill or catch, or have in his pos¬ 
session. living or dead, any wild bird 
other than a game bird,” (and those 
above named as being excluded from 
protection) “or who shall purchase, offer 
or expose for sale, transport or ship 
within or without the State, any such 
wild bird after it lias been killed or 
caught, except as permitted by this act, 
shafl be guilty of a misdemeanor. No 
part of the plumage, skin or body of 
any bird protecU'd by this section shall 
be* sold or had in possession for sale, 
irrespi'ctive of whether said bird was

killed or captured without the state. 
For the purpose of this act the follow¬ 
ing only shall be considered game birds: 
The anatidae, commonly known as 
swans, geese, brant and river and sea 
ducks; the rallidae, commonly known as 
rails, coots, mudhens and gallinules; the 
limicolae, commonly known as shore 
birds, plover, surf birds, snipe, sand¬ 
pipers, tattlers and curlews; the gallinae, 
commonly known as wild turkeys, grouse 
pmirie chickens, pheasants, partridges 
and quail, and the species of columbidae, 
known as wild pigeons and doves. 

All other species of wild birds, either 
resident or migratory, are classed as 
non-game birds. 

“Every person who shall take or need¬ 
lessly destroy the nests or eggs of any 
protected wild bird, or have any such 
nests or eggs in his possession” (except 
under written permit of the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners’ “is 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

“Certilicates may be granted by the 
Board of Fish Commissioners to any 
properly accredited person permitting the 
holder thereof to collect for scientific 
purposes only, but such certificates shall 
expire on the 31st day of December of 
the year issued and shall not be trans¬ 
ferable. On proof that the holder of any 
such certificate has killed any bird for 
other than strictly scientific purposes, 
his certificate shall become void, the 
birds, nests or eggs collected under such 
certificate shall be delivered by the Board 
of Fish Commissioners to some public 
museum of natural history in the State 
and the holder of the certificate shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Game birds are not included under this 
head, but are protected, and their nests 
and eggs, under other sections of the 
Penal Code. 

All our native sparrows are in the ; 
protected list and must not be mistaken 
for English Sparrows. j 

Special attention is called to the fact 
that the California Condor, all the Ea¬ 
gles. the Sea Birds, the Turkey Buz¬ 
zard. or Vulture, and all the hawks but 
the three named as Indtig excluded, are 
now protected. 

I'ndcr the provisions of this law, keep- 
t rs of bird stores, or other persons, must 
not buy, sell, or otVer for sale moeking- 
Idrds or other native wild birds. 

riiose who have native birds in cap¬ 
tivity as pt'ts or for propagation must 
proeun' a permit from the State Fish 
and Game Commission. 

Special attention is called to the fact 
that the sale of bird skins or eggs is 
|>rohihited.

PASADENA’S HIGH SCHOOL BONDS 

Pasadena citizens will v'ote on April 
29 on a $500,000 sciiool bond issue. Most 
of the money, if voted, will be used for 
the purchase of land and the building 
of a polytechnic high school. The cam¬ 
paign and its results are of interest to 
Sierra iladre because of the number of 
high school pupils sent to Pasadena ev¬ 
ery y'car from this place. If it is found 
possible to establish a high school here 
within a year it will no longer be neces¬ 
sary to send the pupils away as soon 
as they finish the grammar grades, or 
offer them the alternative of giving up 
their school wmrk. On the other hand, 
if it is found advisable to establish a 
high school here within a year or two 
it is easy to see how' it may become ad- 
vi.sable to go into the Pasadena high 
school district. 

Sierra Madre has considered adversely 
in the past the question of uniting with 
the Pasadena high school district for 
reasons w’hich seemed good and suffi¬ 
cient at the time. A glance at the map 
of Pasadena shows how these reasons 
may lie offset if the proposed high school 
bonds carry over there and the new 
school is erected on the proposed site 
hounded by Lake, Santa Barbara and 
Villa. The placing of the new school 
so far in the northeast section of the 
city is bound to help building up that 
rapidly filling section. The East Orange 
Drove car line runs within tw’O blocks 
of the site and now comes within a 
mile and a quarter of the Sierra Madre 
line at the Rincon crossing. With the 
building up of the northeast section of 
the city this line is bound to be con¬ 
tinued and it does not require much 
stretch of imagination to see the line 


joining the Sierra Madre line to form a 
loop by way of El Camino. The con¬ 
tinuation of the East Orange Grove line 
to Rincon would mean an almost direct 
line from Sierra Madre to the new high 
school which would place Sierra Midre 
pupils within easier reach of the school 
than are some of the more distant parts 
of the city of Pasadena. When that 
time comes, and it may not be so very 
far off, there will be enough business to 
warrant a big reduction in the present 
fares between the two points. Then, if 
Sierra Madre has not already established 
a high school, the problem will be wheth¬ 
er it is better to send pupils to a large 
well-equipped high school or to a smaller 
one nearer at home and where smaller 
classes may make possible better work 
in the branches that are taught.

JUDGMENT AGAINST GASOLINE 

The Pomona Progress has the follow¬ 
ing account of the conclusion in the gaso¬ 
line case that went to trial in that city 

last month: 

“Justice K. Barnes has rendered a de¬ 
cision in favor of the defendant in the 
case of Fred Gregory vs. Frank Mc¬ 
Gowan, in Avhich suit was brought to en¬ 
force payment for a Twentieth Century 
lighting plant. McGowan stated on the 
stand that he bought the plant on the 
representation of Gregory that the plant 
could he operated at a less cost than 
electric lights or gas could he had in 
Pomona but that in actual practice the 
cost was three times as much. Justice 
Barnes lield that McGowan’s contention 
was sustained and that the contract 
liad been secured through misrepresenta¬ 
tion and fraud. Decision was given the 
defendant on these grounds.” 


RESOLUTION 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Board 
of Health of tlie City of Sierra Madre 
the public health and safety of the in¬ 
habitants of said City, on account of the 
prevalence or the danger of the preva¬ 
lence of hydrophobia in said City and 
for sanitary reasons, demand that all 
dogs be prohibited for a period of 90 


days, from and after the Ist day of 
May, A. D. 1910, from running at large 
on any street, lane, alley, park or other 
public place in said City, unless such 
dogs be securely muzzled or led by a 
chain or line so as to efTectually pre¬ 
vent them from biting any person or 
animal; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Board of Healtli of 
said City of Sierra Madre that, under 
and by virtue of Ordinance No. 7 of 
Ordinances of said City, adopted on tlie 
11th day of April, A. D. 1907, all dogs 
be prohibited for a period of 90 days 
from and after the 1st day of May, 
A. D. 1910, from running at large on 
any street, lane, alley, park or other 
public place in said City, unless such 
dogs be securely muzzled in sucli man¬ 
ner as to eftectually prevent tliein from 
biting any person or animal, or led by 
a chain or line so as to elTectually pre¬ 
vent them from biting any person or 
animal. 

The foregoing resolution was adopted 
at a meeting of the Board of Health of 
said City of Sierra Madre, held on the 
21st day of April. A. D. 1910.
